The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 25, lines 14-15: "drive means (18, 19) which slide said panel (7) along said 
pair of opposing rails (5)," has been replaced by --drive means (18, 19) for oscillating 
said panel (7) along said rails (5) between said extended position and said retracted 
position--. 

Claim 25, lines 19-20: "two opposing horizontal portions" has been replaced by - 
two opposing horizontally linear portions-. 

Reasons For Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The cited 
prior art does not disclose a palletizing handling unit using a flexible panel that oscillates 
along a pair of rails that include both circular arc and horizontally linear portions.
